Sugar Regulations, Series 1, No, 1 

Constitutes a combination of all existing 
tax regulations with respect to sugar, together 
with certain revisions, 

Revises definitions of "sugar sirup," 

"edible molasses," and "refiners' blackstrap"”. 
Defines “"muscovado sugar". 

Modification of formulae for translating 
sugar into terms of "Raw Value" where such sugar 
tests over or below 96 sugar degrees by the polariscope. 

Listing of Conversion Factors and modification 
of those contained in Series l. 

Prescribes rate of processing tax or refund 
thereof on products or by-products wholly derived 
from the processing of sugar beets or sugarcane for 
which no conversion factors have been established or 
which contain more or less sugar "raw value” than 
represented by the listed conversion factors. 

Prescribes amount of tax or refund thereof on 
articles partly derived from the processing of sugar 
beets, sugarcane and/or any product or byproduct 
thereof. (The two preceding paragraphs represent 
&a modification of Sugar Series 1) 

Lists exemptions from processing tax and 
includes "muscovado sugar" therein, where it results 
directly from the processing of sugarcane and is sold 
by the producer as direct consumption sugar.
